Phosphate Rock 


Domestic production phosphate rock 
was off slightly from the 1956 level but 
still very high.

Domestic production potash 1957 
was slightly above the 1956 rate 
new record. 

The Bureau Mines program limited 
keeping abreast economic conditions 
and technologic changes affecting the in- 
dustry, and disseminating data thereon. 


Sulfur 


Domestic production 1957 was approx- 
imately par with 1956. 

The Mines program, which 
1958 required $114,000, aimed prima- 
rily research processes for economic 
recovery sulfur from presently mar- 
ginal submarginal sources.
